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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicants' representative is arguing numerous limitations of independent claims 47 and 48 that the combination of Shelton and Gavrilescu 
fails to disclose. While Shelton and Gavrilescu may not explicitly mention each and every limitation verbatim to that disclosed in 
independent claims 47 and 48, the examiner is maintaining the position that the combination teaches the subject matter discussed in the 
claims. If applicants representative is going to stand by the position that the combination of Shelton and Gavrilescu fail to disclose all the 
limitations of claims 47 and 48, and files a formal RCE, the examiner will and can consider each and every argument presented by 
applicants representative. At this time, prosecution is closed on the case and applicants representatives newly presented arguments are 
not persuasive to the examiner to allow the currently filed claims and will require further consideration of the cited prior art.
